New Orleans, April 9, 1857. 

On Sunday afternoon last, the 5th inst., we had 
a very sudden and most unpleasant change of 
weather. For a while the wind blew almost a hur- 
ricane; during the night it veered round to the 
northwest and became quite cold, and on Tuesday 
morning a white ftost was visible beyond the limits 
of the city. From various quarters we hear of sup- 
posed damage to the sugar cane and cotton. In the 
middle and northern parts of the State there must 
have been a freeze sufficient to kill all the cotton 
aljove the ground and to cut down the corn. As 
the weather was quite warm and seemed settled in 
the early part of the season, the planters pushed for- 
ward their work, and the damage now done must be 
considerable, though not irreparable, fur it is not vet 
too late to replant. At present it is cold and rainv 
and just such weather as one might expect in Jau- 
uary. Business is falling off rapidly, in fact, com- 
parative dullness appears in several departments 
of trade, and not a few business agents are 
taking their departure. The subject now claiming 
the most general attention iu our commercial circles 
is the Southern Pacific Railroad. The company was 
cb.irtored by the State of Texas in 1852, under the 
name of the Texas Western Railroad Company, 
with the right to build a road from the borders i f 
Louisiana, running west, to El Paso, a distance of 
some eiolu hundred miles, and to receive from the 
State a donation of five thousand one hundred and 
twenty acres o f land for every mile of railway it 
should build. And by subsequent and recent acts 
the donation of land was doubled, the name of the 
company was changed, and a loan to it of $6,000 fi r 
ten years, bearing 6 per cent, interest, for every 
mile of railway it should build, was authorized. 
The company has lieen reorganized, and the princi- 
pal parties now interested in it are among the most 
energetic, intelligent, wealthy, and honorable men 
in the country. Its office has been permanently loca- 
ted in this city, and all or very nearly all of the stock 
considered necessary for the successful prosecution 
of the work through Texas has lieen taken. A 
grander or more important railroad enterprise has 
never been contemplated, and those who have em- 
barked in it and remain holders of any considerable 
portion of stock till it is finished must become im- 
mensely rich. The road has been commenced and 
is now lieing prosecuted with energy, and there is 
no obstacle to its completion as early as the grading 
and the transportation and laving of the rails will 
permit. It is a heavy work, but should it be prop- 
erly managed, as in all human probability it will, for 
every dollar invested in it at least seven dollars 
must be returned to the shareholder, and the com- 
pany wiil have the road with all its running stock 
for nothing, free from debt, and worth not less than 
ten times the amount of the original subscription.

The Comet anu the Weather.— There can be 
no question bat that the perturbed state of the 
weather, which has for weeks set at naught meteoro- 
logical calculations, is produced, if not directly at 
any rate indirectly, by the huge comet which is now 
whizzing through space directly toward our small 
planet. Similar changes of the climate have been 
observed before, during the passage of comets near 
the earth. The comet of 155b' is said to have brought 
with it a dense and unpleasant fog, which lasted for 
twenty-one days; that of 1826 was accompanied by 
heavy rains and consequent inundations, and every 
one must remember the unusually cold and severe 
weather prevalent ar the time of the appearance of 
the brilliant comet of March 1*43. The comet now 
approaching the earth is that of Charles V, which 
first appeared in perehelion, in 1264. It may be 
seen in a clear evening near B Sagittari, and is evi- 
dently nearing the earth with great rapidity. Its 
passage across our orbit, or its possible collision, may 
produce very important andextraordidary geograph- 
ical changes. There can lie no doubt that its mete- 
orological effects are already becoming evident.

Axtioch. — Antioch is, beyond dispute, the cheap- 
est place iu the world, as well as one of the healthi- 
est; and if it were not for the ragged little boys 
who hoot at every stranger and throw stones at his 
door, an no v ing vou in every possible way, I should 
prefer it as' a place of residence to any spot I have 
vi-ited in Europe, Asia, Africa, or America. 

My house was of perfectly new construction, well 
planted, and well situated, and proof against water 
as well as wind. I had four rooms, a sitting-room, 
a dining-room, a bed-room, and a dressing-room. 1 
had a walled enclosure of about eighty feet square, 
whjre roses and geraniums vied in beauty with jes- 
samines and lilies. There was also a poultry-yard, 
a pigeon-house, stables for three horses, a store- 
house, a kitchen and servants' room. I had iu the 
garden a grape vine (muscatel), a pomegranate tree, 
a peach tree, a plum tree, an apricot, and a China 
quince; and. in addition to all these, a fountain per- 
petually jetting up water, and a well, and a bathing- 
room. 

For all this accommodation I paid three hundred 
and fifty piastres — about three pounds sterling; and 
this was a higher rent than would be paid by any 
native. Of course the house was unfurnished; but 
furniture in the East k seldom on a grand scale; a 
divan, half a dozen chairs, a bedstead, a mattress, a 
looking-glass, a table or two, and half a dozen pipes 
and narghilies, are all one requires. Servants cost 
about three pounds a head per annum. Seven and a 
half pounds of good mutton may l»e had for a shil- 
ling; fowls, and fat ones too, two pence each. Fish 
is sold by weight; thirteen roU.les for a beshlik, or 
about seventy pounds weight for a shilling. Eels, 
the very best flavored in the world, three halfpence 
each. As for vegetables, whether cabbages, let- 
tuces, des asperges, celery, water-cresses, par-ley. 
beans, peas, radishes, turnips, carrots, cauliflowers, 
and onions, a pennyworth would last a man a week. 
Fruit is sold at the same rates; and grapes cost altout 
live shillings the horse load. Game is also abundant. 
Dried fruits and nuts can be obtained in winter. In 
fact, living as w ell as one could wish, 1 found it im- 
possible (house rent, servants, horses, l>oard, wash- 
ing, and wine included) to exceed the expenditure 
of forty pounds per annum. 

Under these circumstances, it niav appear mar- 
vellous that many Europeans possessed of limited 
means have not made Antioch their temporary 
home; but every question has two sides and every- 
thing its pros and cons. The cons, in this instance, 
are the barbarous character of the people among 
whom you live; the perpetual liability of becoming, 
at one instant's warning, the victim of some fanati- 
cal emeute; the small hope you have of redress for 
the grossest insults offered: the continual intrigues 
entered into by the Ayans to disturb your peace and 
comfort; the absence of many of the luxuries en- 
joyed in Europe: the want of society and books; and 
the total absence of all places ef worship, which 
gradually c eatcs in the mind a morbid indi:l'ereiice 
to religiou, and which feeling frequently degener- 
ates into absolute infidelity.

Jonathan Trumbull, 
the elder, was then Governor of the State of Con- 
necticut; and the General, placing the greatest reli- 
ance on his Excellency's judgment, remarked, "We 
must consult Brother Jouathan on the subject." 
The Geueral did so; and the Governor was success- 
ful in supplying many of the wants of the army; and 
thenceforth^ when difficulties arose and the army 
was spread over the country, it became a by-phrase, 
"We must consult Brother Jonathan;" " and the 
name has now become a designation for the whole 
country, as John Bull has for England.

"The Stars and Stripes." — The American flag 
originated in a resolution of Congress, June 13, 1777, 
• 'that the flag of the thirteen United States be thir- 
teen stripes, alternately red and white; that the 
Union be thirteen stars, white in a blue field, repre- 
senting a new constellation." The combination is 
thought to have been derived from the arms of Gen. 
Wasmngton, which contains three stars in the upper 
portion, and three bars running across the escutch- 
eon; if this is not correct, the coincidence is striking. 
There were several flags used before the stripped 
flag bv the Americans. Formerlv, a new strip was 
added' for each new State admitted to the Union, 
until the flag became too large; when, by act of 
Congress, the stripes were reduced to the old thir- 
teen: and now a star is added to the Union at the 
accession of each new State.— T. WestcoU, Philadela- 
phur-Notes and Queries, No. 141 (abridged).

rose and orange. The sheep-skin lent us by our 
landlady kept our feet warm, and we only feU the 
cold in our faces; my nose, especially, which, hav- 
ing lost a co it of skin, was very fresh and tender, 
requiring unusual care. At three o'clock, when we 
reached Kuckula, the first station, the northern skv 
was one broad flush of the purest violet, melting 
into lilac at the zenith, where it met the fiery skirts 
of sunset. 

We refreshed ourselves with hot milk and pushed 
ahead, with better horses. At 4 o'clock it was bright 
moonlight, with the stillest air. We got on bravely 
over the level, beaten road, and in tw o hours reached 
Korpikvla, a large new inn, where we found very 
tolerable accommodations. Our beds were heaps of 
reindeer skins; a frightfully ugly Furnish girl, who 
knew a few words of Swedish, prepared us a supper 
of tough meat, potatoes, and ale. Everything was 
now pure Finnish. The girl awoke us with a cup of 
coffee in the morning, and negotiated for us the pur- 
chase of a reindeer skin, which we procured for 
something less than a dollar. The husbonde (house- 
peasant, as the landlord is called here) made no 
charge for our entertainment, but said we might 
give what we pleased. I offered, at a venture, a sum 
-I i..l to about fifty cents, whereupon he sent the girl 
to say that he thanked us most heartily. 

To-day has been a day to be rememliered: such a 
glory of twilight and splendors for six full hours was 
beyond all the charms of daylight in any zone. We 
started at seven, with a temperature of 20 deg. be- 
low zero, still keeping up the left bank of the Tor- 
neaa. The country new rose into bold hills, and the 
features of the scenery became broad and majestic. 
The northern sky was again pure violet, and a pale 
red tinge from the dawn rested on the tops of the 
snowy hills. The prevailing color of the sky slowly 
brightened into lilac, then into pink, then rose- 
color, which again gave way to a flood of splendid 
orange when the sun appeared. Every change of 
color affected the tone of the landscape. The 
woods, so wrapped in snow that not a single green 
needle was to be seeu, took by turns the hues of 
the sky, and seemed to give out, rather than to re- 
flect, "the opalescent luster of the morning. The 
sunshine brightened instead of dispelling these ef- 
fects. At noon the sun's disc was not more than 1 
degree above the horizon, throwing a level golden 
light on the hills. The north, before us, was as blue 
as the Mediterranean, and the vault of heaven, over- 
head, canopied us with pink.

Fractions of an Acre for Exi-ekiments. — It 
is often very desirable to the farmer to measure off 
from a lot of land, fractions of one acre, for the pur- 
pose of making a series of experiments upon diffe- 
rent modes of planting, cultivating, or manuring. 
To facilitate this, we give below the measurement 
of the side of a square, containing the following 
fractional parts of an acre. A reference to this ta- 
ble will save some perhaps tedious calculation: 
1-10 of an acre contains 2,722X sq. feet— about 52,Vi ft. sq.

We cannot but suggest to our readers the imjior- 
tance and advantage of combining w ith the usual 
duties of the farm such experiments as may easily 
be conducted without any interruption of the work, 
and yet will often lead to the most decisive results. 
If one is to plant an acre of potatoes, for instance, 
divide it into quarters, and each quarter into eighths 
if needed, and plant one part with small seed; an- 
other with large, another cut, and another whole; 
manure one part in the hill, another outside. On 
one quarter try salt to prevent the rot, on another 
lime, another ashes, &c. No man can do this with- 
out soon increasing his knowledge of agriculture, 
and soon after his wealth. — Country Ge ntleman. 

How to Select Mousehs. — Messrs. Eds.: I have 
tried poisoning rats, but find they soon become very 
careful what they eat; and^ I have found that a good 
cat is the most effectual" remedy. As is the case 
generally, there is only one or two mousers in a lit- 
ter. I will give a rule which I received from a 
young German, and which 1 have seen tried enough 
"to know that it is good, if it is a cat story. A poor 
cat is almost as bad as rats. The German's rule 
was, when the kittens were old enough to be playful, 
to catch a mouse, and, holding it by the tail, give 
the kittens a chance to play with it; some would 
grab at it eagerly, while others would be entirely 
indifferent. The former he would save, and in this 
way I have known several who have never failed to 
obtain good cats. It is very simple, but may lie of 
use to some.

Geary.— A despatch from Washington conveys 
the following information: 

Instructions have been issued from the War De- 
partment ordering General Harnev and troops im- 
mediately from Florida to Fort Leavenworth. Col. 
Sumner, with a force of al»out l.<iO0 men. has also 
been ordered against the Iowa and Cheyenne Indi- 
ans. On the restoration of peace in those quarters, 
he will proceed with bis troops to Utah — the shame- 
ful licentiousness of which 1 erritory the Adminis- 
tration is determined shall be broken up. 

It is estimated that early in June there will !>e at 
least 3,000 United States troops in Kansas, under the 
command of Major General Harney and Persifer F. 
Smith. 

The arrangements made last fall for a deputation 
of Choctaws and Seminole-* from the west of the 
Mississippi, to pay a visit to Billy Bowlegs, and 
endeavor to coax* him to remove West, will be car- 
ried oul in a few days.

Ohio and Mississippi Railroad Finished. —

New York for Honduras, to make the final survey, 
and to ti \ the exact location for a double track rail- 
road to connect the Atlantic and Pacilic Oceans. 
Porto Cahelios, on the Atlantic side, and Conchagua, 
or the Gulf of Fonseea, on the Pacific, will be the 
termiuini; embracing a distance of about 170 miles, 
through a highly fertile and diversified country, 
abounding in all the requisites for railroad building 
— tine timlier, pure water, and quarries of rock. 
The route lies through a section of country which 
offers but little more than ordinary obstacles to the 
construction of a road: a fact which the Hon. E.

The Ccba Siu.vn Cuor. — A letter from Havana 
to the New York Times, dated April 9, says: 

It is now prettv well acknowledged that the su- 
gar crop in tlii- island will l>e shorter at least by one- 
nfth than last \ ear's. Interested parties are doing 
their best to conceal the truth, but the time is fast 
approaching when the official statements must he 
published.
